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((.'oneludi'il.) 
ilust an the paling of the atars sLow- 
od dawn to be near, but while it was 
still as dark 'a.s ever, a few scattered 
shots were tired in our front, probably 
from some .seulrit^H, or snmll picketR. 
outside the enemy's lines. No notice 
was taken of this, though one of the 
shots killed a Highlander ; the niove- 
iiieiit was unchanged, — and then a 
single bugle souuded within the ene- 
my's line.s.- These were moab welcome 
sounds, assuring us that we should 
close with the foe before daylight, 
which just before had seemed very 
doubtfid. Vet u niinuti; or two of 
deod silenoo elapsed after the bugle 
was blown, ami then the whole extent 
of entrencliment in our front, Jiitherto 
unseen and unlieanl of, poured forth a 
stream of rifle-fire. Then, for the first 
Litno that nigbt, I i:oukl really be said 
to see my men, liglitcil by the Hashes 
— the dim phantom lines which I had 
Ueen looking on ail night suddenly 
woke into life, as our bugles sounded 
the charge, and responding with lu.sty 
continued cheors, and without a mo 
mont'a jjause or hesitation, the ranks 
sprang forward in steady array. 
'I'heir distance from the blazing line of 
entrenchment was judged to be about 
a hundred and lifty yards — in that in- 
terval nearly two humlred men went 
down, the 74 th on the left losing tive 
officers and sixty men Vicfore it got to 
the ditch. This obstacle was, (as the 
engineers afterward-i rcconlecl) six feet 
wide and four dee(i, and beyond was a 
parapet four feet high. tJver it, or in- 
to and out 'of it, went the whole of the 
first line, mounting the parnjjet and 
attacking Ihi; Egyptians who lined it, 
and most of the second line followed, 
but I stopped the parts of it that wen; 
nearest to me as they came uji, wish- 
ing to keep a suiiport in hand which 
should bo more available than such as 
the brigade in the rear could 8up|)ly. 

The part of tlio entrenchment we 
Lad fallen on was on the liiglic.'it 
ground of the position ; behind the 
trench, on each tlauk, was an elevated 
battery armed with artillery, enclosed 
nearly throughout by its own separate 
jiarapet, and a ditch ten feet deeji. 
The nature of these is thus JeHoribed 
in II plan n)ade subsequently the same 
day l)y an oflicer of the staiK 'No. G' 
(the work represented in the ])lai) as 
opposite the 74th Kegiment), 'bat- 
tery with four embrasureft Parapet 
eight feet thick. Traverses very well 
placed. This battery must have been 
built by a well-practised military en 
gineer.' And of that close to the l-nd 
Regiment, it says, 'SLx-gun battery ul 
most enclosetl by eulrenchnicnt. 
Highest part of the position. .. .The 
Ko.^. and 11 are nearly as high, all 
others are considerably lower.' The 
Second Division had taken the bull 
bv the horns in attacking these works, 
which held the flank battalions en 
gaged, but the centre battalions having 
only the outer enl rcnchment, of the 
dimensions already described, before 
them, jiusUed ou, after killing and dis- 
persing its defenders, into the interioi- 
of the position for two or three hun 
(Ired yard.s. Thus tlu^ lirigade was en- 
closed in a triangle of lire, and a hot- 
ter fire it is impossible to imagine; the 
enemy's breechloaders were good, their 
ammunition was abundant, and the air 
was a hurricane of bullut.s, through 
which shells from the batteries tore 
their way with the fir.st gleams of day. 
From the work on the left the fire was 
especially formidable, sharper and bet- 
ter aimed than elsewhere, but the 
whole area was swept by a storm of 
missiles. Our los.ses would have been 
.treroendoua but for two circumslanci-s 
— first, that we attacked iu the tiark . 
secondly, that a large proportion of 
the enemy's bullets were aimed loo 
high. The lig.'jt was now increasing 
every moment, our own men of course 
had begun to shoot immediately after 
entering, and aim could uo\y be taken. 
The light was at iin {lottest, and Ijow it 
|nig|it pud was still doubtful, for many 
of pur advanced troops liad retoiled 
even to the edge of the entroncliment ; 
but there I. was able to stop them, and, 
reinforcing them with the .small bodies 
1 had kept in hand (who had remained, 
i think, in the ditch) I sent all on to- 
gether, and henceforward they in.iin- 
Ctairied- fcBeif groutifj. A good luany of 
4nfcfo'y:;j3!:ere 'npw . leaving . tiio en- 
trenchments on our right, "not in panic, 



but halting to tire as they went, many 
crossing ([)robably unconsciously) the 
rear of our advanood troops ; but on 
tho left they held out stoutly, perhaps 
because their retreat du'tho c'afcial''wa8 
not so directly tlireatonwl. I had been 
looking anxiously for mjr rear brigade 
(wliioh had bisen delayed a'ilittlo since 
the action i)egan by neces.sary changes 
of direction and formation), and had 
despatclied more than one messenger 
to hasten it. The hor.se of my senior 
aide-de-camp, who had proceetle<l oii 
thi.s errand, had been crippletl, by a 
bullet and killed by another ; turning 
to repeat the order to tho other aide- 
de camp, I found his horse lying dead ; 
I therefore ilismountcd from my own 
horse, and despatched him. Shortly 
lifter the llitb's came up at a run, and 
threw themselves over the entrench- 
nient in gallant style, wheeling after- 
wards lo the left, and enveloping tho 
rejir of the work while the -IDth made a 
corresponiling movement oi\ tho othiM' 
wide of it. Ifaving brought all my dis- 
posable forces to bear on it, and feel- 
ing confident ol the issue, I rode (hav- 
ing mounted anotherhor.se) to the bat- 
talioiis of tb(^ oenlre, now assemblf^d 
on a low hill about 3(J0 yanls within 
the position. No boily of the enemy 
was now o|)posing us on this part of 
the ground ; in the work on tho right 
their infantry had b?en killed or ilriven 
from the trenche.i, the. work on the 
left was heavily assailed by the 7 ttli 
.111(1 the fresh battalions, and the divi- 
sion had thus, after ti twenty \ninutcs' 
light in the midst of tho Egyptian ar- 
my, single-handed, and unaided liy ar 
ti'lnr^V, jjstabliahed its Jo^tiqg there, 
it was a solid step towards .final suc- 
ce.s.s ; but other work remained, to be 
done. Not far from the left of the 
centre battalions ran the interior line 
of works nmrkt.'d on the plan as rui\- 
niiig backwards to A rubi's camp. 'I'Ikm 
theory of our iMiginoc rs respecting j 
them is, f l)(ilicvi>, that the original ; 
jilan of the ligyptians was to enclose ! 
their camp in tlit; two lines meeting at ! 
an angle near the |i()inf. where thr. See !

obstacle there a mere shelter trench, and 
tho battery the end unfinished. This i 
second and intei ior line was now held by ] 
the Egyptians, and it was against thr ' 
front of this line that tin; next move i 
nieiit was directed. ()u icaching it the i 
troops filtered the ditch, and went : 
along it ; after a time a broken part of j 
the entrenchnieiit was reached, and soine I 
of ihe men passed into the interior s[iac(; • 
there. From this moment the ad | 
vance though not undisputed — for thi; ■ 
enemy held ou lo every traverse and ' 
battery and oiicli)M'd portion — was not 
interrupted ; at all points tlic defenders 
were taken in reverse, and slii^t down, 
both in the dilci'es and behind the par- 
up» ts, in considerable numbers, while 
the guns captured were up.sot. 

The immetliate result of this ad 
vance w.is that it split the centre of 
the Egyptian line of defence, which 
now crumbled on l;oth our tliiilcs into 
crowds of fu;;itives, making for the ca- 
nal, with its bridge, from which wo 
threatened to bar them, and the loss of 
which would throw them upon 
the desert. On our right these crowds | 
now passed across the front of the 'I'Jnd 
Kegiinent dr.a-.vn up obliquely betwisen j 
our ci!ntre batlalioiiH and the right bat- 
ti;rv (No. 7), when; they were shot 
down in huiulreda; and one of our Ijat- 
teries, crossiug a gap in the outer en- 
trenchments aliout this time, joined in 
tiiuwing them down. I'ut the I'jgyp- 
tian gunners still stuck to their |)osts, 
firing on the troo|)s of the First Divi- 
sion now apiiroachiii'.; the outer ex- 
tremity of the entreiicliineiits. Major 
[jugard, of my staff, who had been con- 
veying a message to Ashburnham's bi i 
gade,observed, in passing Xo. 7, that, 
the guns there were Htill in actiovi, and 
also that a way existed into the work 
from the rear. (.ioUecling ten Iligh- 
landers, he i<;d them ii.'lo the opening, 
where they i)Ut an end to the lire of 
the batterv by shooting ilown or Iwy 
imeting aJl the detaohmeaLs serving 
the guns, numbering about thirty men. 
iSpeaking of this part of the field, the 
Piiigiiieer re|)ort alreaily cpicted ^aya, 
'^[ore of tho enemy's dead liert; than 
at any other s|)Ot on tho field of ac- 
tion — ground strewn all over with 
their bodies, and a heap of dead and 
dying in the rear ditch of battery.' 

The .Second [division was now in un- 
disputed possession of tin; high ground 
dominating the whole Egyptian [losi 
tion, except the defended |)orlions of 
that line of works along wiiich it wa.s 
rapidly advancing. Beyo'i.l the edge 
of this ground, towards the canal, 1 
now caught glimp.sos of great numbefs 
of .Egyptian troops, moving in the 
same dir(;ction as ours, ami, tn meet a 
possible atti^ck fiom t»iat quarter, I 
cau.si'il some of the llighmdnrs to form 
front to that side. Uut it soon be- 
oaiiie evident that we were surroundeii 
by l!ugitives only, and that it was only 
necessary to keep them on tho move. 
Therefore, witlioiit any great reg.ard to 
the order of the ranks, or .r.viiiiipg the 
goniing u];i p| troops coiisrantly left be 
iijiif], the ailvan>.:e was pushed at a 
great pace along- this last lino held by 
tlio oheqiv.

I cannot say, tberey'nnj, that 
any degri.Mj of credit which is likely to bi;

aivu. Ami 1 lusj oi'ihaps la. J ii.sritied in 
romonibermg, not without prido anUaa- 
tiafaction, that theaB troops were through- 
out the battle under my uncontrolled and 
immediate personal direction. 

I can speak as eye svitiioss only of what 
was done by my own division. But I 
have hoard from many authentic aonrccs, 
and it htancia recorded in the re- 
port of tho oflicer who commrindud 
the Koyal Marine Light Infantry forming 
tho left of the leading brif^ade of tho 
First Division, that that brigade, after 
broad daylight, was still at a considera-

diuuia for e.xtoiidiiig a knowledge uf the 
province abroad, und thus doing the state 
sAiliVservico. It is not possible at pres- 
ent to apeak more in detail of tho precise

It appears that some linio ago she lu.ade 
the acquaintance of Lucky Baldwin, who 
proposed engiiging her services as a teach- 
er on his ranch at Santa Anit.a, near Los 
Angeles. 'I'lie young girl consented and 
after entering ninui her .iiities sho said 
jho was frequently iiupdrtniied by Bald- 
win, who finidly made an indecent assault 
and biicceedcd in sediieing lier. The 
Btoty of her fall followed tier to .Siinfa Anita 
ranch. She says he ruiiiod her, mind and 
body and refused to contribute lo her 
support, I'.Jid alio had dotoruiiiiod to kill 
him. Miss Baldwin is young and pru- 
possessing. She say.s her iiHither ia dead ; 
Iter father livea in Oregon, w hore .she ia 
known by the iiauio of Fiuuiy Baldwin. 

Tho wounded man's vuraion of the af 
fair is lo the effect that the woman came 
from Taconia some year.s iigu asking as- 
siatatice and that she is n.i relative of 
hia. He g.ive her charge, of a hcIiooI on 
his ranch. Rumors that she was an im- 
proper person for tho position reached 
him, and finally it was proved to his satis 
f.iction that the charges were true and he 
reiiicived her. She postered him with let 
tcrs, asking ^50,000 to have her life in- 
sured, so tliat when she committed sui- 
cide, silo Would leave her parents well 
provided for.
